The Northern Re- 
gion Student Government Asso- 
ciation Conference had begun. 

Saturday, April 11, fifteen 
Monterey Peninsula College 
delegates and one faculty advi- 
sor went to Modesto Junior Col- 
lege for the annual California 
Junior College Student Govern- 
ment Association conference. 
Their job was to help 24 other 
colleges solve problems which 
affect all institutions at one time 
or another and this is exactly 
what they did. ; 

After arriving at 10:00 a.m., the 
delegation wasted no time in get- 
ting down to business. The dele- 
gates proceeded to the beautiful 
college aduitorium and the first 
general assembly. The time was 
11:00, the temperature was 74°. 
Next on the agenda were the 
workshops. This was where the 
ground work was laid for the reso- 
lutions which went to the final 
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general assembly for vote. At 
12:30, the shops recessed. The

After a hearty lunch of 
barbecued chicken, beans, salad 
and dessert, delegates returned to 
their worshops. By now the men 
were in their shirtsleevs and the 
young ladies who had previously 
been wearing sweaters, had now 
offted them in favor of light weight 
blouses.

of the Council for their “dirty 
dealing.”

Another concerned a consolation 
bracket in the State Junior Col- 
lege Basketball Tourney. Both 
resolutions were proposed by the 
Athletic workshop and both 
were passed unanimously. 

San Francisco City College 
proposed the next resolution. It 
concerned the National Defense 
Education Act or the student 
Loan program. This college pro- 
tested the contingency of the af- 
fadavit attached to the form stu- 
dents must fill out in order to be 
given the government loan. This 
resolution was badly beaten. 

Resolution No. 110, the fourth 

acted upon came from the finance 
workshop. It asked that student 
governments be allowed to be 
present at deliberations concerning 
student activities.

El Yanqui had brought the mat- 
ter of limited publication before 
the Executive Council, and subse- 
quently the Student Council, and 
that only $800 has been deposited 
to El Yanqui’s account, the 
grumbling continued. 

The fact that El Yanqui had 
brought the matter before the 
Executive Council was explained 
away in a not-too-clear manner. 

It was said that El Yanqui sim- 
ply stated when it would publish 
and the Executive and Student 
Councils could “like it or lump it.” 

This statement, when given 
some intelligent thought, seems 
rather absurd. The publications 
department holds only one vote on 
the Executive Council as opposed 
to five others. So it is not likely 
that they could tell them what to 
do. 

Dut to a mix-up in the bookkeep- 
ing channels, $700 was subtracted 
from the original $800 for payment 
for last year’s El Indicio. As El 
Indicio was an already budgeted 
item, the money was replaced. But 
El Yanqui was operating, for at 
least a month or more, under the 
assumption that they would run 
into the red if they continued to 
maintain a weekly publication 
schedule even though the Council 
had voted them the $800. Thus, 
the bi-weekly schedule. 

On the premise that both El 
Yanqui’s and the bookkeeping de- 
partment’s figures were not prop- 
erly coordinated, a gripe would be 
acceptible. But the gripe would 
have to be directed towards both 
departments to remain legitimate. 

It is the Editorial opinion of 
this publication that the criticism 
which El Yanqui received. Thurs- 
day was not in accordance with 
the rules of good taste nor did it 
reflect much actual thought. 

Evidently the Student Council 
also recognized the fact that the 
motion was not in order because 
the majority of the lawmakers 
voted it down. 

El Yanqui’s editorial staff feels 
no need to apologize for its less 
than weekly publication. For four- 
teen weeks in the first semester, 
and excellent paper appeared week 
after week, meeting all its dead- 
lines on the nose. The paper was 
excellent in this way: it was put 
out by an inexperienced, under- 
staffed group of freshmen. 

Our budgetary limitations and 
the small working staff of working 
news men and news hens would 
indeed be taxed to their absolute 
limits. A bi-weekly publication 
can give you a better paper, your 
news men a break for their exam- 
inations, and financial solvency for 
ASMPC. We'll be seeing you— 
but not in the red.
